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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant argues that Maxim fails to teach that "combustion of the tubes results in a constant or nearly 
constant pressure over any period of time while the projectile is traveling throught the barrel", however this limitation is not included in the 
claims, in fact the word "pressure" is not used in the claims at all. The applicant also argues that Hafstrand fails to teach that "one powder 
compensates in pressure a decrease in pressure resulting from the burning up of the other powder", however this limitation is not included 
in the claims nor is Hafstrand used to teach this limitation. The examiner notes that if the argued limitations were included in the claims 
further search and/or consideration would be required. Regarding the argument that Maxim fails to teach mutually overlapping combustion, 
the examiner disagrees. Maxim page two lines 56-60 discloses how the initial burning is distributed through the layers by the perforations 
which would inherently create an overlapping combustion of the layers. 
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
